down the river. The location of Man- 
darin ii pleasant, and the view fine and 
far-reaching. 


The water near the banks of the 


river on the Lower St. Johns is quite 
shallow, necessitating a projecting pier 
of some length at all the landings; and 
this in espeeiafly the eaee at Mandarin. 
Mrs. Swwe's house is near the bank, 
and but a few rods to the left of the 
shore-end of the pier, k is dark brown 
io color, of a moderate ootUge size, 
wholly unpretending in appearance, and 
qaile inexpensive. The chief feature 
of berptaie, as«eM> from the river, is 
its magnificent towering shado-treee, 
the water-oak, duped iu MOM. They 
attract and fasten the eyes of all, by 
their unusual size and beauty. 
Their 


wide spreading branches give an ait of 
seclusion and dignity to the quiet home 
beneath. Her place consists of about 
forty acre", several of which have bear- 
ing orange trees. 


Across the river we landed at a small 


but pretty place called Orange Park, 
famous only for having the longest and 
finest pier oa the river—it is 1,500 feet 
long. 


Next we stopped at Hibernia, and 


naw the beautifi) widen ce of the late 
Mr. KilbmnM, who at one time owned 
the half of Milwaukee, and for whom 
Kilbowue City, Wis., was named. 


Passing on, onr next landing of in- 


terest was at Green Cove Springs, the 
first town of toy site between Jackson- 
ville and Palatki, a distance of about 
seventy-five miles. It is bnilt on the 
shore of a pretty bay or cove. The 
spring is the attraction at Green Cove, 
distant not over ten rods from the 
river, and is in front of the principal 
hotel. It has made for itself a bed, 
twenty by fifty feet, and lies some ten 
feet below the surrounding level, it 
flows freely from its fountain-head into 
this deep resesvoir, and then runs rap- 
idly off to tbe river. The water has a 
temperature of about seventy-five de- 
grees : it bursts np with considerable 
force, and is clear as crystal j has a 
slight sulphurous taste, and leaves 
trades of the name mineral on the sides 
of the basin ; both magnesia and iron 
arc held in solution. The spring water 
is used for drinking and bathing ; am- 
ple provisions are made for bathers. 


Pieolala next attracts our atten- 


tion as being,-next to St. Augustine, 
among the earliest (banded of all the 
Spanish settlements. 
Two hundred 


and fifty years ago, there were more I 
white people stationed and trading here ' 
than we find to day. 
It grew to be in a 


hundred years, under the Spanish rule, 
a towa of more than a hundred dwell- 
ings and shops. It was tbe main depot 
of supply for the up country, and chief 
channel for the return of all articles ot 
export, including furs, indigo, sugar 
and fruit. 
Crossing over to St. Au- 


gn<tine these were sent in trading ves- 
sels home to Spain. The order of Fran- 
ciscans erected here an imposing church 
edifice, and within its walls assembled 
the devotees of Spain and the Pope, 
together with the proselyted savages, 
still plumed and decked in their wild 
costume. 
But of all this ancient civi- 


lization, scarce a vestige remains ; by 
navige wars and the desolation and des- 
truction n i town*, missions and planta- 
tions, together with the changes in 
government, the Iran-formation 
has 


been complete. 


Opposite I'icolat.i, on the western 


shore, is a mirk of these olden times 
that has withstood the leveling infill 
eaee nf the past. It is a great earth- 
work fort, 
with iti sharp 
angles 


smoothed and rounded, yet still evi 
deneitig its original strength. Its walls 
must have been twenty Ice! high, and 
were constructed entirely of surround-

unsuccessfully attacked by Oglelhorpc 
n 1740 and 1743 ; was ceded to Kng- 
land by Spain in 1743 ani re-ceded to 
Spain in 1783 ; was annexed by treaty 
to the United States in 1821 ; so we 
see one reason tor its being so interest- 
ing, aside frum its appearance. 


Its principal building material M » 


unique conglomerate of fine sheltattid 
sand, known as coquina rock, found in 
Urge quantititcs on Anastasia Island, 
at the entrance of the harbor, and 
which is easily cut in blocks and hard- 
ens with exposure. 


Ths streets are very narrow—one is 


bat seven feet wide, and twelve and 
fifteen feet is called wry wide. One 
advantage of these narrow streets in a 
warm climate iu, that they furnish shade 
and a«t as a flue, making a strong 
draught. 
The old houses are high 


raofed, and have balconies on the sec- 
end story, where the streets are so nar- 
row. 
Opposite neighbors can easily 


shake hands and converse confidentially 
from these balconies. There are still 
reaains of the high, solid stone garden 
walls remaining in some parts of the 
city. The streets in olden limes wore 
pa?ed with shell concrete, portions of 
which are still visible above the shift- 
ing sand, and were kept swept dean 
sad no carriages allowed to pass over 
them. 
. 


Built as a military town, tbe city was 


formerly walled toross its northern end, 
which sufficiently protected it, as it 
stands on a peninsula nearly snrwnnd- 
ed by St. Sebastian river and St. Augus- 
tine bay. The gateway of tbe old wall 
still stands and is quite an imposing 
ruin, with its ornamented towers and 
loopholed sentry boxes. The ditch be- 
fore the old wall is clearly marked, and 
even yet partially filled at, high tides. 
It runs from shore to shore and was 
vidently broad and deep. 


The old fort, once called SAD Juan, 


then St. Murco, bnt now known u Fort 
Marion, it a curiosity. It stands on 
the sea-front at the upper end of the 
town, the wall or stookade formerly 
running from it to the gateway and 
west to the river. Its material is ihe 
inevitable coquina rock. It was a hun- 
dred years in building, and was finished 
in 1750. 
While owned by the British 


it was said to be the "prottiest fort in 
the king's dominions." Its castellated 
battlements, its formidable bastions 
with their frowning guns, its lofty and 
imposing sally-port surrounded by the 
royal Spanish arms, its portcullis, moat 
and draw bridge, its circular and ornate 
sentry-boxes at each parapet angle, its 
commanding look-out tower, and its 
stained and moss-grown walls, impress 
the external observer as a relic of the 
distant past. 
A ramble through the 


interior strengthens our fir.U impression. 
First we passed through massive arched 
doors over which is the Spanish coat of 
arms, into a hall which led to an open 
court in the centre and from which all 
parts of the fort can be reached. 
\Ve 


saw the Homish chapel with its pprtioo 
and inner altar and holy-water niches, 
dark passages, gloomy vaults and more 
recently discovered dungeons. In one 
of the latter is an iron cage containing 
a human skeleton chained to a huge 
ring. We saw the dungeon from which 
the Indian Osceola made his escape by 
a small hole eighteen feet from the 
floor m 1837. The view from 
the 


watch-tower is fine. In the distance 
we could sec the white-capped breakers 
rolling in, and on Anastasia island the 
old "Barber Pole" light-house, so called 
from being painted like a barber's pole. 
During (Jen. Oglethorpe's attack the 
fort stood thirty-eight days' bombard- 
ment from batteries erected on the 
island, bnt the coquina walls were so 
spongy that they received and imbedded 
the shot with but slight injury being 
done to tiie furl. 


One of the anti.j'io buildings is till! 


old cathedral with its belfry in tiie form 
ofa section of a bell shaped pyramid, its 
chime of four bells in separate niches, 
and its clock, together forming a cross. 
The oldest of these bells is marked 
1G02." There is nothing of interest 
eft in the cathedral. 


In front, of the cathedral is the 


•Plazn de la Constitution," a fine public 
square on which stands the ancient 
slave market, and in the centre of whieh 
stands a monument erected in honor of 
the Spanish Liberal constitution. When 
the constitution was abolished these 
monuments in all dominions of the 
crown were to be destroyed; but a com- 
promise was effected by the removal of 
tbe inscribed tablets, so this one was 
saved. 
But on the cession of Florida 


to the Fnited States, the long-concealed 
tablets were brought from their hiding- 
places and reinserted in the monument. 
Effigies of John Hancock and Samuel 
Adams were burned on the pla« during 
our revolution, while Florida was in 
possession of the British. 


The Huguenot cemetery is a spot of 


much interest; also is the military cem- 
etery where those who fell in the Sem- 
inole war are laid. 
Under three stuc- 


coed and whitened pyramids of coquina 
are the ashes of Major Dade and one 
hundred and seven of his command, who 
were massacred by O^ccoli and his band 
in 1837.

WE iTH OF OB. DAWKIHS. 


This afternoon toon after one o'clock, 


Dr. R.C. Dawkiis, the weH-ksown den- 
tist, was found dead in the operatimf 
room of his dental parlors on the second 
tloor of the Feddecord, Barrows & Co. 
bank building on the comer south of the 
city park. The discovery was made by 
HIM Laura Sodden, who resides 5 miles 
northeast of Decatur, and whose btumeie 
at the office was to deliver tome butler 
made by her sister for the doctor's fami- 
ly. She says it was her first visit to the 
office, and on opening the door at the end 
of the hall which leads into the operating 
room, the head of the doctor, which had 
rested against the door, dropped with a 
thud upon the sill and floor. She gave 
the alarm, and soon Dr. Sibley and a num- 
ber of people gathered at the scene. On 
examination 
il was found that 
Ibe 


doctor was dead. 
The cause of the 


death 
will 
be reported by Iho jury 


at the coroner's inquest, which will 
he held this evening. 
The doctor was 


found lying upon hia jack on the floor 
near the door, and clone by was a chair, 
upon which were found his gold specta- 
cles, which he had doubtless placed there 
before or after falling down. 


At !' o'clock he appeared to he in his 


ii-ual health, and conversed with T. M. 
Wells and E. S. McDonald, Esq., who 
last [saw him in the operating room at 
work at the lathe. 8000 after 9 o'clock, 
Fred. Walters called at the office and had 
one of his teeth operated upon by the 
doctor.'who did not then appear to be ill. 


The sad news of the death of tbe doctor 


was communicated to Mrs 
Hawkins by 


Dr. Sibley al about IJiO o'clock. 


The deceased was about 4."i years of 


age, and has lived in Decatur a dozen 
years or more. He was a native of Ken- 
tucky, and served durinc Ihe war as major 
of Ihe lith Kentucky Infantry (Union,) 
participating in the bloody battles of 
Shiloh, Stone Hiver and Chicnmauga.— 
He leaves a wife and three children, who 
will receive the warm sympathy of all our 
people in their terrible bereavement.

Between 11 *ad It o'clock on Thurs- 


day last, during tie temporary absence of 
the mother, a hud looking tramp named 
George W. Toife, hailing from Kl. Au- 
burn, entend th* home of William Ward, 
3+ miles south of DecUnr, and attempted 
to commit an outrage upon the person of 
Ada Ward, aged 4 years, one ot the three 
small children then in the dwelling. For- 
tunately lira. Ward returned Io the house 
to time to prevent the villain from ac- 
complishing bis vila purpose, and he fled 
from the premises and disappeared. Mr. 
Ward bad come to Decatnr with his team, 
and when he returned home in the eve- 
ning and learned what had taken place, 
he swore oat a state warrant, which was 
placed in the hands of Constable Josiah 
Widick, and with the assistance of a 
number of neighbors Mr. Ward and the 
offlccr, started out on a hunt for the 
tramp. They scoured the country all of 
yesterday and last evening Ihey found 
Yonge in the woods nine miles west of 
this city. The fellow was brought to this 
city last night and imprisoned in the 
county jail. This forenoon the prisoner 
was brought before Justice Albert, and 
after a careless conversation with States 
Attorney Johns and the justice, he waived 
an examination and was lecommitted to 
the custody of tb« sheriff, in default of 
bail in the sum of f 1,000, to await the ac- 
tion of the grand jury which meet) in 
May nest.
